Lioyd George said: 

“This is impossible unless 
can be by general agreement of 
the Allies.

It was under his administration 
that Japan herself entered the war 
on the side of the Entente Allies,

during his administration that the 
important Russo-Japanese conven- 
tion of 1916 was arranged and 
signed.

Users of lithography are informed that the Litho- 


graphic Union Employees of the United States have =. 
declared a strike against the Lithographic Employers: 


During the war, lithographic wages advanced to a 
new peak wage in keeping with other similar indus- 
tries. This wage advance was arranged by conference 
committees representing the employers and employees, 
such advances being based upon increased living costs; 
in accordance with statistics supplied by the United 
States Department of Labor and other authoritative 
sources. It was also agreed to in writing that at such 
a time as living costs declined, said decline would be 
followed by corresponding wage reductions to be based 
on the same statistical sources as to cost of living. In 
keeping therewith efforts have been made to arrange 
for these wage declines since July, 1921. Ata confer- 
ence between committees representing employers and 
employees, held in October, 1921, in which the com- 
mittee representing employees insisted on a wage re- 
duction of but 10%, and the employers urged a wage — 
reduction of from 15 to 16 2-3%, it was finally agreed 
that a wage reduction of 124% from the peak should 
be put into effect, beginning with the last week in No-. 
vember, 1921, but before being put into effect this com- 
promise understanding was to be ratified by the mem- 


bership of both employer and employee associations. 


This compromise agreement was ratified by the em- 


ployers and rejected by the employees’ union. Follow- 


ing this rejection by the employees’ union, the employ- 
ers have put into effect the 124% reduction agreed 
upon by the conference committees and rejected by 
the unions; said reduction to go into effect the first full 
week in January. This has been done. Thereupon 
members of the Lithographic Unions have walked out 
of the shops and are at this time on strike. 

Because of the loyalty, understanding and fairness 
to the public of a very limited number of our em-_ 
ployees we will be enabled to take care of such urgent 
orders as are essential to our customers’ interests. 


We ask that our customers bear with us in this 
matter, assuring them of our best efforts in their be- 
half and venturing the-hope that it will be but a brief 
time before a normal situation will be arranged where- 
by we can give them the same service as in the past.
